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Wise Boost Given 
To Social Security 


What some critics sneeringly refer to 
as “creeping socialism” of the ‘welfare 
state” took a step forward yesterday. 

The House passed and sent to the 
White House a bill raising Social Secur- 
ity payments by 7 per cent beginning 
next Feb. 3. 

This boosts the payments by empley- 
ers and employes from 2% to 2'% per 
cent each. The taxable wage base was 
raised from $2,300 to $4,800. The self- 
employed tax will be upped from 3° to 
33% per cent. Public assistance to the 
blind, disabled, the needy aged and dis- 
abled children alse will be subject to 
slight increases. 

The objective, of course, is the re- 
tired worker. There are now 12 million 
on Social Security rells. Their income, 
depending on what they paid in as work- 
ers. will range from 333 per month to 
$116 as compared with the present scale 
of $30 to $108.50. 

There wil] be no real objection to this 
bill. 

The usual malcontents. with no wor- 
ries about old-age disability, will see 
communism and socialism in the move. 

None denies that it is socialistic. The 
strength of American capitalism, and its 
bulwark against communism, is that the 
profit dollar has a legislated social con- 
science. It is folly to think that an in- 
creasingly industrialized and urbanized 
people would support a government 
which did not include a social program. 

The President wisely restrained the 
political-vear Congress and forced a 
reasonable bill. We salute it as sound 
Americanism.

Due Process of Law 
Is Way for Little Rock 


By a six-to-one vote the Eighth 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
has set aside the recent lower court order 
in Little Rock postponing integration in 
Central High School for 2'2 years. 


Unhappily for public understanding, 
the decision will be presented only in a 
few paragraphs out of what was a long, 
carefully reasoned, point-by-point review 
of the year’s events and an outline of 
the court’s thinking and conclusions. 

The court specifically declared: ° 


“It is not in the province of this court 
in this proceeding to advise the board as 
to the means of implementing integra- 
es boas 

“This issue plainly comes down to 
the question of whether overt public re- 
sistance, including mob protest, constitutes 
sufficient cause to nullify an order of the 
Federal Court. 

‘We say that the time has not yet come 
in these United States when an order of 
the Federal Court must be whittled down, 
or shamefully withdrawn in the face of 
violent and unlawful acts of individual 
citizens in opposition thereto. . . .” 


While a great majority of the people 
of Arkansas find the decision regretta- 
ble, and their reaction is greatly second- 
ed throughout the Deep South states, 
there can hardly be any dissent from 
the argument that a federal court order 
cannot be allowed to be destroyed by 
mob violence or disorder. If it can be 
done in this issue, it could be done in 
others. 


The great need all along has been 
for an adherence to law. If Gov. Faubus 
had not used troops to defy the court 
order but had instead taken a legal ap- 
proach, as he now is doing, federal troops 
would not have been sent there. 

Gov. Faubus now apparently plans 
to follow legal procedures. If the school 
board itself, toward which the governor 
now says he looks for action, does not 
succeed in delay, he will call his 
Legislature. For some time bills have 


» been readied since it generally was as- 


sumed the Lemley decision could not be 
sustained. This new legislation will, it is 
understood, give the governor power to 
close schools at his discretion. Other leg- 
islation will set up a pupil placement 
law similar to Virginia’s. Though the 
law there has been overruled, each state 
may create and defend its own. 


Under one act of the Legislature Gov. 
Faubus will, if it becomes his move, close 
the schoot. Under the other he will re- 
open it as a segregated school. Court 
processes will then be resumed. 

The recent school year in Little Rock 
had many tragic aspects. But it has had 
one beneficial one. It has returned the 
issue to one of law. This newspaper has 
taken but one position and it is this— 
whatever is done must be done by law 
and the due processes of law.

Fiscal Problems Confront 
Larger Cities in Georgia 


As the new president of the Georgia Municipal Assn., 


Macon’s 


Mayor B. F. Merritt Jr. does not acquire honor without added re- 
sponsibility. He now heads a group of mayors wrestling with king- 
sized problems of governmental finances. 


It is characteristic of rapidly 
growing cities that demands for 
municipal services outstrip the 
resources available to finance 
them. The larger cities of Geor- 
gia are not exceptions to that gen- 
eral rule. 

A report just released by the 
U.S. Department of Commerce 
shows that in fiscal 1957 the nine 
cities in Georgia with populations 
of more than 25,000—Atlanta, Sa- 
vannah, Augusta, Columbus, Ma- 
con, Albany, Athens, LaGrange 
and Rome—spent $23,700,000 more 
than they took in. 

In attempts to meet the con- 
stant demand for expanded serv- 
ices and improvements, the nine 
cities in 1957 spent $79,810,000, an 
increase of more than 18 million 
dollars over the previous year. 


While expenditures were rising 
by 29 per cent, revenues for the 
nine largest Georgia cities showed 
a decline from the preceding 
year, further tightening the fiscal 
squeeze most of the municipali- 
ties are experiencing. Aggregate 
receipts for fiscal 1957 were $56,- 
110,000, down $1,019,000 from the 


funds for @onstruction and main- 
tenance of streets and highways 
for which the nine large cities 
spent $13,300,000 in fiscal 1957, up 
$1,200,000 from the year before. 

The mayors are also urging 
joint planning between city and 
county governments to promote 
expansion of corporate limits of 
cities. 

Those recommendations and 
any others that might help mu- 
nicipalities solve their growing 
fiscal problems deserve sympa- 
thetic consideration.

Do-Well Congress 


Draws to a Close 


WASHINGTON — The least partisan peace- 
time Congress in memory—and ‘the most quietly 
productive in legislative achievements—is draw- 


ing to a close. This, the 85th Congress, has been undramatic, unbitter 
—and in strictly headline terms rather uninteresting. It has made no 
great national issue. But at no time has it divided the nation. It has 
operated with almost none of the violent debates that used to be 


commonplace. | 

Compromise, accommodation 
and private negotiations among 
the leading figures in both par- 
ties have largely replaced the 
old-time collisions on the floors 
of both houses. It is in this way 
that most of the long and solid 
legislative record has been made. 

This is the extraordinary fact 
of this second and final session 
of “the 85th: On precisely two 
of 20 major issues have there 
been strictly partisan fights. 
These two issues have been farm 
and labor legislation. 

Such great matters as the re- 
ciprocal-trade, foreign-aid and 
space-age planning programs 
have been handled cooperatively 
between the leaders and the rank 
and file of both parties. 

Thus, though this Congress has 
been under Democratic control, 
its work has not been Democratic 
as such. Rather, it has been 
simply congressional—the product 
of a unified institution rather 
than of competing parties. 

And this institution has usually 
led President Eisenhower rather 
than being led by him. Tradi- 
tionally, it is the White House that 
demands a well-defined legislative 
program and the Congress that 
replies yes, no, or perhaps. 

But the 85th Congress has, on 
the whole, laid out the program 
itself. It*has, of course, some- 
times accepted presidential rec- 
ommendations. But mainly it has 
been the initiating force, as well 
as the concluding force, in :egis- 
lative policy.

Let Nations Follow 
The Golden Rule 


In March of this year a 30-foot boat, the Gold- ~- 
en Rule, left the port of Los Angeles for the 
waters where nuclear bomb explosions are to 
take place. Four men were on the little craft. 


More than any other term, the 
word ‘“‘professionalism’’ best de- 
scribes these operations. The 
Senate has had two oddly matched 
party leaders in Sen. Lyndon B. 
Johnson of Texas for the Demo- 
crats and Sen. William F. Know- 
land of California for the Re- 
publicans. 

In many ways they could not be 
more different. Johnson is a sub- 
tle, imaginative and temperamen- 
tal floor marshal. He is the ablest 
‘“‘pro’’—and considered so even 
by those who disapprove of him— 
that the Senate has known in 
generations. Knowland is stolid, 
immovable and heavy. 

He is, however, a granite mon- 
ument of a man in personal and 
legislative integrity—a man with 
whom agre¢ments can be made 
without the slightest doubt that 
they will be kept at any cost. 

In the House, two leaders with 
80 years of congressional service 
between them have been drawn 
together more than ever before. 
They are Speaker Sam Rayburn 
of Texas for the Democrats and 
Rep. Joseph W. Martin Jr. of 
Massachusetts for the Republi- 
cans. 

It has been the Senate, how- 
ever, which has most typified this 
new kind of Congress. And the 
Senate has reflected Johnson's 
policies of moderation and what 
he calls “responsibility.”’ By re- 
sponsibility he means a refusal 
ever to commit his party to op- 
position merely for opposition’s 
sake.

A third has a Ph.D. in 
political science. The fourth was a lieutenant commander in the second 
World War. They have wives and children. 


From these facts you can see 
they are not fanatics. They are 
men who are alarmed at the con- 
tinued practice of exploding nu- 
clear bombs.

WASHINGTON — The Soviet | 


Union has notified the other na- 
tions with expeditions in Antarctica 
that it plans to establish two new 
bases there and carry out trans- 
continental explorations. 


The projected bases are to be 
in Queen Maud Land, claimed by 
Norway, and on the coast of the 
Bellingshuasen Sea. This coast 
is bisected by the boundary be- 
tween a Chilean claim and what 
is sometimes called the American 
sector, although it is not officially 
claimed by the United States. 


In October, Soviet tractors at 
Station Vostok, at the geomag- 
netic pole, are to head for the 
U.S. station at the South Pole it- 
self. From there they plan to 
drive across the lofty polar 
plateau to the pole of inaccessi- 
bility.

N egroes Ask 
Court Order 
In Norfolk’ 


NORFOLK, Va., (® — Thirty 
Negroes denied admission to white 
schools asked the federal district 
court Tuesday to direct the Nor- 
folk School Board to admit them 
to the schools. 

The plaintiffs, who submitted 
to tests and interviews required 
by the school board as part of 
its pupil assignment plan, asked 
the court to declare the plan 
invalid and inoperative. 

Attorneys for the Negroes asked 
that Judge Walter’ E. Hoffman 
hear their motion Wednesday. 

The plaintiffs contended in their 
motion that the assignment plan, 
both on its face and as applied 
by the board in considering their 
applications, “regulates and af- 
fects, on the basis of race or 
color” the admission of children 
to schools, and because the 
plaintiffs are Negroes, “‘pre- 
vented the favorable considera- 
tion of their applications and 
caused them to be denied.” 

The school board Monday night 
denied the applications of all of 
the 151 Negroes who had applied 
for admission to white schools.

I hope 
the day will come when we don’t 
need such hearings, but as long 
as we do, we must proceed ac- 
cording to law.”

Wagner should have been set down for at least ten days. General 
Manager Lddie Glennon’s reaction was indeed baffling. He exploded 
and said he would like to see Hurth resign.

True, 15 of Patterson’s last 16 triumphs have been classified 
knockouts. Yet, defenseless Hurricane Jackson, Rademacher and 
Harris were all wide awake when the end came. 

However, Floyd Patterson has all the weapons he needs. He’s 
in a class by himself in the heavyweight bracket. Even if Patterson 
were one of the all-time greats, he'd never have a chance to prove 
it against the mediocre erop of opponents masquerading as heavy- 
weight fighters. :
